The Star said a few days ago thet the 
Canadian people would look tp Premier 
Meighen for an explanation aa to why he 
waived the rightful claim of Camada to 
M@rect representation at Washington, and 
meekly accepted what Premier Hughes 
characterized as representation ‘via the 
back Goor, The apeeck of General Smuts, 
premier of the Union of South Africa, 
goes to make it clear thet in his opinion 
the Dominions have loet a great deal.
